It is reported thiat he is at present 
trying. to open negotiation witha 
Japanese syndicate with a view to 
the sale of the Amoy dock, and 
that $400,000 has been asked.’ 

_ Without doubt the dock in ques- 
tion would be worth far more than 
that to the Japariese; but it {sa 
heavy price to pay for a property 
which can only be occupied by an 
illegal sale, as the dock is supposed 
to Delong to'the Chincse Govern- 
ment.

Ocean Mountains. 

A remarkable discovery has 
just been made in the Southern 
Atlantic. When the ‘Eastern 
Telegraph Company laid the Cape 
cable in 1899 the route ‘between 
St, Helena’ and Capetown was 
surveyed, soundings being taken 
every 50 miles. This cable has 
just parted, and the .repair ship, 
whichis now on a spot where the 
chart shows a: depth of just over 
three” miles, has found that the 
ocean bed; has ‘risen’ to within 
three-quarters of a mile of the sur~

The bed of the Southern Atlan- 
tic really consists’ of ranges of 
mountains, of which St. Helena, 
and Ascension show above the.

In A.D. 1065 the Abbey -was 
finished and on the Holy Inno-
